accord with the administrative policy announc- 
ed recently at the White House of refusing to 
loan American money to European nations to 
be spent for military purposes. This applies 
not only to public funds—of course Uncle Sam's 
pocketbook has been padlocked for official loans 
since the war days—but also to operations of 
private bankers. 
Under what is apparently a 


purely voluntary arrangement, the White 
House indicates, foreign government loan ap- 
plications are first reviewed by the state de- 
partment, and should the circumstances indi- 
cate that the borrower has a budget bulged out 
of shape with army expenses, the loan is re- 
fused. 


It is a good thing for the world and civil- 


ization, for every economist studying the rea- 
sons for current disorganization and distress 
in Europe eventually concludes that the basic 
trouble is armament. 
Budgets could be bal- 


anced, taxation reduced, business revived and 
money restored to proper valuation- if sbates 
could be induced to put their armies on a decent 
peace footing and keep them in the position, 
of police forces, which is all that they 
may 


legitimately be without a war under way or 
impending. Europe is, absurd as it may seem 
after the lesson of 1914-18, even more -of an 
armed camp than it was in the early years of 
the century. And imperialistic delusions 
of 


grandeur are more open and vociferous in cer- 
tain quarters than they have been for 
fifty 


years, at least. The common man learned well 
the lesson of the war. 
He knows that militar- 


ism and imperialism are the most 
expensive 


luxuries, and the deadliest, that a nation can 
allow itself. 
But many statesmen and gov- 


ernments seem blind to the teaching. 


One is glad to think of the United States 


showing the nations the way, glad to know that 
in its plain-speaking to foreign countries it is 
expressing a conviction upon which its own 
government has already acted, to feel that its 
urgency for disarmament is not hypocrisy or 
self-seeking. Here is an item of foreign policy 
the whole country will approve with hardly a 
dissenting voice. 
One hopes that the enthu- 


siasm for the negative policy of refusing loans 
to militaristic nations will so encourage the 
administration in its course that (it will feel 
free to make the logical affirmative step along 
the same line, and use the loans it has already 
made to foreign countries to the same purpose. 
If future loans to foreign countries are impos- 
sible if the funds are to be used for over-sized 
armies, it should also be plainly stated that. 
there will be small consideration for present 
debtors who cannot pay because armament is 
eating up their revenues.

Mysterious Force 


P NORTH, in Canada's cold lakes, the sal- 


mon trout are spawning. Observe the cun- 


ning of mysterious Mother Nature: A typical 
salmon trout lake is Portage Lake, mile and a 
half long, half a mile wide, 350 feet deep. It's 
the crater of an extinct volcano. Salmon trout 
are deep-water fish, usually caught by trolling 
with a copper line at least 100 feet 
down. 


Water at that depth is as cold as the breath of 
some European diplomats. 
Salmon eggs, of 


course, would not hatch in ice water. So, to get 
the salmon nearer the surface and make them 
spawn in warmer shallow waters, nature about 
this time of year grows "trout lice" or barnacles 
along their sides. To scrape off these barnacles, 
the salmon swims up on the shoals where it 
can rub against gravel. As it rubs, the eggs 
are laid. 


A very simple plan, this, for making sal- 


mon trout spawn in the warmer" waters of 
shallows. After the eggs are laid, mother sal- 
mon returns to deep water. Pa remains be- 
hind, near the eggs. Nature in some unknown 
way makes him irritable. He attacks every fish 
that comes near. By satisfying his desire to 
fight, he protects the eggs until they hatch. 


Old Mother Nature, who stages the salmon 


spawning, is equally cunning in her regulation 
of every other form of life, including human 
life. Sometimes men individually or by groups 
or by nations exert themselves almost to ex- 
haustion to accomplish a certain thing, and fail 
completely. 
That bewilders them. It should 


not, for the failure merely indicates that the 
goal was not in nature's scheme of things. 


Most evils result from restricting natural 


processes. We cannot cheat nature. Life 
would run more smoothly, if men ever learned 
their lesson instead of trying, over and over 
again, to accomplish the ends that nature clear- 
ly informs us she will not stand for. This ap- 
plies to personal acts, to economics, to politics 
and to diplomacy.

sin estate, Mr. Harrington said, the 
deceased left a stock of lumber of the 
value of $100,000 in a yard in a Min- 
nesota city. The heirs were compelled 
to pay a tax upon this property in 
both states. 


There have been worse cases, 


Stocks, bonds and mortgage^ have

"The farmer arid thr- worker are 


both victims of the present industrial 
crisis. To the farmer it has brought 
low prices; to thf- worker unemploy- 
ment. Farmers 
-and workers are, 


therefore, equally interested in mea- 
sures designed to prevent the occur- 
ence of another deprssion." As a pre- 
ventative he urged the 
adoption of 


unemployment 
insurance on 
thf- 


f-'round that it would tend to prevent 
the periodic over-expansion of indus- 
try which leads regularly to a depres- 
sion- 


"The present depression," he con- 


tinued, "lias driven home as never 
before the necessity of maintaining 
thr- buyiujr power of as large a part 
of the country as possible-. Without 
money the worker cannot buy farm 
produce and so farm prices remain 
low. 
Unemployment 
insurance 
will 


help maintain a market among -work- 
ers for farm products." 


Speaking of the business aspects of 


the assistance which unemployment 
insurance would afford the workers, 
he said,

MADISON. Wis. — Apportionment 


ief the 795,196 tons of hard coal con- 
signed to Wisconsin cities and vil- 
lages by anthracite dealers, was an- 
nounced Friday by P. H. Fresseutin, 
secretary of the state coal committee. 


Available supplies of anthracite, if 


all consignments reach Wisconsin, 
win be but sixty percent of the con- 
sumption of last year, Mr. Preasentln 
says. 
It is on this basis that each of 


the cities and villages is given its por- 
tion of the total shipments. 


Following are the amounts in tons 
that each of the larger cities are I 


scheduled to receive between Septem- 
ber 1, 1922 and March 31, 1923:

172,149. largely for shipments to in- 
terior cities; Wausau, 1,547, and1 Wis- 
consin Rapids, 827. 


Even under the most favorable 


shipping circumstances there is bound 
to be a shortage of hard coal in Wis- 
consin this winter, according to Mr. 
Pressentln. 
He urges that all con- 
sumers realize this and conserve their 
supplies. 


The coal committee is advised that 


in some- sections large amounts of an- 
thracite coal were held by fuel com- 
panies and families from last winter. 
It expects that this holdover coal will 
help make up for the shortage that 
otherwise would be more serious. 


Local dealers are to work with the 


state committee throughout the win- 
ter to assure a fair distribution of 
their hard coal supplies. Consum- 
ers are going to have to be content- 
ed with a ton at a time, without fav- 
ors. 


Mr. Pressentln says that the coal 


committee is urging upon Washing- 
ton the necessity of getting cargoes 
headed for Lake Michigan and Su- 
perior and is asking coal operators to 
speed up shipments of hard ,coal. Bi- 
tuminous supplies are coming at a 


rate which insures a plentiful amount 
if carefully used, according to the 
committee.
